INTRODUCTION 

A  COMMON  RESPONSE  TO  THE  ONSET  OF  DISABILITY  IS  THE  SEEKING  OUT 
OF  OTHERS  WHO  HAVE  ENCOUNTERED  SIMILAR  MISFORTUNE.   FaCED  WITH  THE 
NOVEL  —  AND  OFTEN  FRIGHTENING  ~  SITUATION  OF  LIVING  WITH  A  SEVERE 
DISABILITY  SUCH  AS  BLINDNESS^  MANY  PEOPLE  FEEL  A  NEED  TO  COMMUNICATE 
WITH  PERSONS  EXPERIENCED  IN  COPING  WITH  THE  SAME  HANDICAP.   NeWLY 
BLINDED  PERSONS  OFTEN  FIND  COMFORT  AND  INSPIRATION^  AS  WELL  AS  HELP- 
FUL TIPS  FOR  PERFORMING  LIFE's  ACTIVITIES  THROUGH  INTERACTION  WITH 
BLIND  FRIENDS. 

A  CLOSELY  RELATED  APPROACH  FOR  LEARNING  TO  COPE  WITH  DISABILITIES 
IS  FOR  THE  DISABLED  PERSON  TO  READ  BOOKS  BY,  OR  ABOUT,  OTHER  DISABLED 

PEOPLE.  Very  early  in  my  practice  of  rehabilitation  teaching,  I  began 

TO  observe  the  benefits  derived  by  some  newly  blinded  people  from 
reading  about  the  personal  experiences  of  visually  impaired  persons. 
Many  of  us  in  work  for  the  blind  tried  to  meet  the  requests  of  our 
students  for  information  about  living  with  blindness  by  recommending 

TALKING  BOOKS  WHICH  WE  HAD  READ,   ThE  PROBLEM  WAS  THAT  NO  ONE  PRACTI- 
TIONER HAD  CURRENT  KNOWLEDGE  OF  THE  SIZABLE  COLLECTION  OF  RECORDED 
BOOKS,  BY  AND  ABOUT  BLIND  PEOPLE,  DUE  TO  OUR  INABILITY  TO  KEEP 
CURRENT  ON  AVAILABLE  MATERIALS,   It  WAS  FREQUENTLY  IMPOSSIBLE  TO 

select  a  book  which  would  meet  the  needs  of  a  particular  visually 
impaired  person. 

Thanks  to  the  cooperation  of  the  staff  of  the  Subregional  Library 
FOR  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped,  Shawnee  Library  System, 
Carterville,  Illinois,  it  is  now  possible  for  those  working  with  the
